2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 3-8, 
1 1 and 12 are allowable because none of the prior art of record discloses any of: (a) a 
light guide receiving light at a light-receiving face from a light source and emitting light 
from a light-emitting face of the light guide, the light guide having an inclined face 
having an angle of inclination of approximately ten degrees in a positive or negative 
direction with respect to a plane normal to a light-emitting face of the light guide, the 
inclined face being a face opposite the light-receiving face of the light guide so that a 
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face opposite the light-emitting face projects beyond the light emitting face at a side of 
the inclined plane; (b) a light guide receiving light at a light-receiving face from a light 
source and emitting light from a light-emitting face of the light guide, the light guide 
having a reflective member provide on an inclined face being a face opposite the light- 
receiving face of the light guide so that a face opposite the light-emitting face projects 
beyond the light emitting face at a side of the inclined plane; and (c) a liquid crystal 
panel including a liquid crystal driving IC mounted on a substrate-extension part where 
one of a pair of substrates sandwiching liquid crystal extends beyond the other 
substrate.
